The first letter is dated Jan. 8, 1885, and marked “ Private.” 
“ Accept my compts & thanks. I have noted the three names & 
that takes off percentage from 2 copies, one paying the full 10 
guineas, but I only do this to you in prwate as a fellow author, 
& I must beg of you not to mention it.” 

The next (Mar. 25, 1885, also marked “ Private) contains 
Burton’s suggestion that Kirby shotld contribute a Biblio- 
graphy to the “ Nights” in return for a presentation set of the 
10 volumes, and the following one (Apr. 8, 1885) confirms the 
agreement. ‘T'hereafter the letters are chiefly occupied with 
requests for information or notes for inclusion in the Biblio- 
graphy. There are frequent references to the progress of the 
work (May 26, 1886, “ My Terminal Essay (awful hard work) 
nearly done”; Dec. 12, 1886, “ You will get your vol. X when 
the Christmas Saturnalia are over and the Supplementals in 
March and April”). Negotiations for a bibliographical con- 
tribution to the “ Supplemental Nights” were opened in two 
letters from Lady Burton in December, 1887. After the appear- 
ance of the final volume in August, 1888, the correspondence 
continued on personal and general matters at frequent intervals 
till February, 1889, after which there were only three letters 
till Aug. 1890. From that date Burton wrote four times, the 
last.on Oct. 15, five days before his death: “ Excuse post-card 
... We shall not be in London before early Sept. 91 I imagine; 
but then it will be ‘for good.”’” Extracts from eight of the 
letters appear in Wright’s “ Life of Sir Richard Burton,” but 
they are otherwise unpublished. 

The leaves of manuscript from the “'Terminal Essay ” were 
inclosed in a letter of May 24, 1886; they were not included 
in the Essay as printed, but the substance of them (with 
acknowledgments) was incorporated by Kirby in the Biblio- 
graphy.

The artist Seymour Kirkup (1788-1880) was an intimate friend of a 
number of the poets and artists of his day, among them Byron, Shelley, 
Leader, Trelawny and Swinburne and was present at Keats’ funeral; in 
his youth he had been taught by Blake, Fuseli and Flaxman. During 
his long life in Florence he entertained almost every English personage 
of note who passed through Florence. His greatest claim to fame was 
his discovery of Giotto’s portrait of Dante. 

Charles Brown (1746-1842) was perhaps Keats’ greatest friend; an 
artist himself he has left us a portrait and silhouettes which are reckoned 
to be the best likenesses of Keats. After Keats’ death until Brown’s 
departure for New Zealand, he was constantly in Italy with his son 
and it must have been on one of these tours that he was drawn by 
Kirkup.

These two sets, which 
differ in detail, are in water-colours & are, I believe, of the same size, 
roughly about 12x9in. (some are smaller than others). Both are in 
America. Linnell also commissioned the engravings. For this purpose 
Blake had to reduce the scale of the drawings, & made a set of 
sketch-designs in pencil & Indian-ink (now in the Riches collection). 
These are reduced, but with no exactness. Hitherto there has been no 
evidence of the existence of any set of drawings reduced to the exact 
scale of the engravings & finished in detail, preparatory to their trans- 
ference to the copper. It seems to me unlikely that Blake would not have 
made such a set for his guidance when engraving. 

The New Zealand set of drawings are certainly not copies from the 
engravings: for the final variations introduced only in the prints— 
notably the invention of the uplifted arms of unseen angels in the 
‘Morning Star’—[No. XIV: see below] are absent. The presumption 
is that they were made by Blake for the purpose mentioned above. I 
think this would not be questioned if all the drawings were on a level with 
the best of them, WHICH ARE VERY FINE AND TO MY MIND ARE ENTIRELY BY 
BLAKE’S OWN HAND. But the set is manifestly very unequal, some of them 
being completed in a comparatively perfunctory manner, while in one there 
is a delicately stippled sky which looks like an addition by another hand. 
However, if the main object of thea drawing was to furnish a guide to 
work from while engraving the plates, rather than the production of 
another set of finished water-colours, Blake may well not have troubled 
to put his best work into all of them: and this may explain the inequality : 
also he may have got Mrs. Blake to help in completing some of the 
drawings, as with the colouring of certain copies of Songs of Innocence

This map presents several anomalous features. The outlines 
of Africa and Asia, except for undue lateral extension, are very 
accurately presented, and the courses of the Niger, Congo, Nile, 
Indus and Ganges indicated with some approach to correctness ; 
but Hurope is quite out of drawing, the British Isles being mid- 
way between Denmark and Cape Cod, Land’s End due west of 
Venice and Gibraltar almost due south of Antwerp. There is 
a continuous coast-line (except for a small break at the top 
edge of the map) from the north of Norway to the mouth of 
the St. Lawrence, and the topography of Central America is 
much distorted; there is no suggestion of an isthmus, Cuba is 
due east of Cape Gallinas and Hispaniola due north of the 
mouth of the Amazon. The course and tributaries of the latter 
are shown in some detail, and the name “ Amazonez FI.” 
indicates a date ‘subsequent to 1540 when Orellana explored the 
Marafion and renamed it the Amazon. 

In general appearance and treatment the map is archaic and 
presents a great contrast to the usual mid-sixteenth century 
type, e.g. those of Battista Agnese. The most distinctive 
features (apart from the distortion of Europe and Central 
America) are the paucity of islands, only fourteen being shown, 
including the British Isles and Zealand, which is marked but 
not named; and the prominence given to rivers. ‘Twenty-two 
of these are included, the longest being the Ural (no doubt 
meant for the Volga, which is omitted) and the Yang-tse, the 
lower course of which is cut off by the edge of the map.

This description ends with the setting out of the 
Articles of Capitulation. The narrative is then continued from 
Jan. 14th to Oct. 9th, 1760, and contains the history of his 
expedition up the Mohock River to Lake Oneida, with descrip- 
tions of Forts Hunter, Harkaman, Hendrick, Schuyler, Stanwix, 
Bull, ete. with comments on their position, possibilities and 
military strength; the taking of Isle Galot, the taking of 
Montreal, and descriptions of the following places in detail (with 
sketch plans in some cases) through which he passed on his way 
to Albany: Crown Point, Ticonderoga, Lake George and Fort 
George, Fort Edward, Post Miller, Post Saratoga, Still Water, 
Half Moon; he then was taken ill and wags taken to New York. 
He was an acute observer, and his descriptions are in all cases 
of the greatest interest. 

The diary is kept more or less from day to day; the hand- 
writing appears to be contemporary, and is extremely legible, 
except on the first page, which has been slightly rubbed.
